# F all the various employments and amufe- 
ments in which mankind is daily engaged, 
none has fo much increafed the numbers 
of our Society as Poetry. Weare all taught 
promifcuoufly at {choo]l to make verfes : 
and thofe who never went to fchool at 
all, are generally perfuaded in thtir own 
minds, that they are born Poets. Hence the cities and liber- 
tics ef London and Weftminfter abound with profeffors 
of this art. Every ward has its Bellman, who not only a- 
wakens his worthy Mafters and Miltreffes out of their mid- 
night fleep, with the harmony of his bell and numbers ; 
‘but alio makes then an annual prefent of a great fleet 
of his works in rhime. Every company of the trained 
bands has its Marfhal, who falutes his Gentlemen-foldiers 
every Chriitmas, in verfe, as pompous as the order in 
which he leads them forth every fummer to take the field. 
Every fireet rings with ballads : the Royal Palace refounds 
with odes: and every church-yard is filled with the pro- 
duétions of our Members. Wit, which was thoughe to 
be fetting in the weft, is rifen again in the eaft. A new 
theatre has been ereéted in Goodman’s-fields : and the late 
extenfion of the Royal bounty to Srernen Duck has 
given birth to new Poets, in a corner of the town, the 
moft emote from the fun-fhine of the Court. We lately 
mentioned an ode to the King, written by an Attorney 
in Spittle-fields ; and have fiuce feen a mifcellany of Poems 
bya poor Weaver in the fame neighbourhood. An Attorney 
indeed turning Poet can have no other bad effeét, than 
ftunning our ears, and tiring our patience. But to have 
the fields lie neglefted, and the’loom ferfaken, is a me- 
lancholy proipect s and looks as if we fhould in time have 
neither bread to eat, nor cloaths to put on. The poor 
Weaver has been temp:ed to negleét his bufinefs, by Srg- 
PHEN Duck’s good fortune, as he himfelf plainly tells us 
in the introduction to his mifcellany.

_A learned Member, whofe countenance and confcience 

are very unlike, the one being too hard, and the other too 
tender, has for fome time abfented himfelf from our meet. 
ings ; complaining that there is too great incouragement gi- 
ven in them to fcandal and defamation. Tho’ this is a very 
fevere and unjuit Reflection, as fhall be fhewn at large here- 
after, yet we donot greatly relent it, becaufe we verily 
believe it proceeds from his conicience. For fince con{cience, 
as is generally agreed, is fituated either in the head, or in 
the flomach, between which there is a conftant communi- 
cation, the conilitution of it depends very much upon the 
emptinefs or fullnefs of either. The con{cience of Nonju- 
rors, Non-Cons, &c and of every leffer Party of men, is 
much affe€ted by the emptinefs of the head, in the opi- 
nion of the greater. And it is unluckily obferved, that 
when either by convidion, or conformity, the vacuities of 
the ftomach are well filled, thofe of the head are rather 
increafed than diminifhed. So that when the knawings 
in the former are aflwaged by good eating and drinking,
